London, April 21.— The government 
last night issued a lengthy sworn state- 
ment by Horst von der Goltz, the secret 
agent of the German government, who 
now is in the United States in custody, 
giving full details of his activities in 
America. | 

The statement bristles with dates and 
names of places and of persons asso- 
ciated with him. The government pref- 
aces it with a memorandum relating to 
Von der Goltz’s identity and the man- 
ner of his arrest in England. 

The memorandum says that when 
von der Goltz was shown a check sign- 
ed by Captain von Papen, the former 
military attache of the German em- 
bassy at Washington, which had been 
seized at Falmouth, he admitted his 
indorsement and asked to be allowed 
to make a voluntary statement. He 
was thereupon given writing material 
and spent the night of January 31 in 
compiling a statement to which he 
afterward swore.

General Pershing’s Camp at the 
Front, April 15.—(Via Aeroplane to Co- 
lumbus, N. M..

The latter instance was reported by 
Lieutenant C. K. Chapman, who flew 
into camp this morning after an ab- 
sence of three days on what should 
have been a two-hours flight.

He spent the night at the ranch house 
without molestation, but the next day, 
while near a town, with his machine 
on the ground, a trainload of Carranza 
troops passed. Some of these soldiers 
opened fire on the plane.

San Antonio, Texas, April 20.—Fright- 
ful destitution or the country through 
which the American troops have been 
operating south of Casas Grandes wast 
pictured in a long report received by 
Major General Funston today from 
General Pershing.

CONCESSION IS RESULT _

America Must Guarantee 
Safe Arrival of Dyestuffs 
and Provide Against Re- 
export to Germany’s Ene- 
mies. 


Washington, April 20.—Germany has 
agreed to permit exportation to the 
United States of 15,000 tons of dye- 
stuffs, lack of which has seriously af- 
fected American textile manufacturers. 
Notification to thiseffect was contain- 
ed in a note delivered to Secretary 
Lansing today by Count von Bernstorff, 
the German ambassador. 

The communication explains that 
while Germany refused at first to per- 
mit exportation of dyestuffs unless 
they be exchanged for American goods, 
now excluded from Germany by the 
British blockade, after careful consid- 
ération of the situation, it has been 
seen “that this blockade has resulted 
in serious embarrassment te those 
American industries which are in need 
{of dyestuffs,” and the imperial Ger- 
man government now is prepared to 
make “a single exception” in permit- 
ting exportation in this instance. It 
is required only that the dyestuffs 
shall be consumed by American man- 
ufacturers and not re-exported to 
Great Britain or her allies. 

It is expected that the state depart- 
ment immediately will make represen- 
tations to Great Britain to insure the 
safe arrival of the dyestuffs in this 
country. A translation of the text of 
today’s communication addressed by 
Ambassador von Bernstorff to Secre- 
tary Lansing follows: 

Will Make Excéption. 

“In pursuance of conferences with 
the state department, I have submit- 
ted to my government the question of 
the export of 15,000 tons of dyestuffs 
from Germany to meet the urgent 
needs of American manufacturers as 
laid before you by their répresenta- 
tives. As you are aware, the so-called 
blockade which the countries at war 
with Germany have instituted, has re- 
sulted in a complete cessation of com- 
mercial intercourse between the United 
States and (Germany, whereby non- 
contraband goods and conditional con- 
traband goods, destined for the civilian 
population, can no longer be imported 
into Germany; and merchandise of 
German origin, even though shipped 
from neutral ports and owned by citi- 
zens of the United States, has been for- 
cibly removed from neutral ships. In 
consequence thereof, the German gov- 
ernment had had to adhere to the prin- 
ciple that the export of German goods 
could be permitted only in exchange 
tor American goods, 

„The German government has, how- 
eVer, seen with regret, after a care- 
ful consideration of the situation, that 
this blockade has resulted in serious 
embarrassment of those American in- 
dustries which. are in need of dye- 
stuffs and, without prejudice to its in- 
sistence as to the unjustifiable char- 
acter of the blockade, the German gov- 
ernment declares itself prepared to 
make a single exception, strictly lim- 
ited to the shipment of fifteen thou- 
sand tons of dyestuffs referred to, the 
export of which has been sought by 
American interests for almost a year.

„1 don’t consider that the plant has 
been completed in two main particu- 
lars, one being that it is not ventilated 
properly and the other that it does not) 
destroy the 250 tons of garbage per day, 
both of which were in the terms of the 
‘contract.

I have had nothing to do 
with the matter for some time ‘and 
i have not visited the plant since Au- 
gust 8, 1914. A few days after that 
visit the contract was canceled and 
since that time I have had no official 
connection or authority with the

REPUBLICAN INCONSISTENCY. 


In attacking President Wilson’s course 
and attitude with regard to Germany’s 
policy of submarine warfare, Congressman 
Mann, of Illinois, republican leader of the 
house of representatives, presents another 


striking example of that inconsistency for 
which a few, at least, of his party associates 
have become famous. 

We recall especially the attacks of ex- 
Senator Root upon President Wilson’s peace 
policies, both with regard to Mexico and 
Germany, before the New York state repub- 
In that speech Senator 
Root directly contradicted his own out- 
spoken attitude upon the floor of the senate, 
when he was a member of that body. 

The surprising feature of it is not that 
Leader Mann should criticise the democratic 
president and administration, and charge an 
effort to work up a “campaign political 
dodge,” but that he should take this position 
when his own party is attempting to build 
its campaign upon the fact that President 
Wilson has not been belligerent enough. 

The declarations of Senator Root, Mr. 
Mann and others have indicated that repub- 
lican policies would long since have brought 
intervention in Mexico and a crisis with 
Germany. They have charged President 
Wilson, in his effort to maintain peace, with 
a lack of backbone. Now, according to Mr. 
Mann, he seems to have too much of it! 

If the republican party proposes to make 
democratic effort to maintain peace with 
honor the basis of its fight in the coming 
contest it had better straighten out its lead- 
ers on the subject and eliminate some of 
these inconsistencies for which the pa 
will have to answer when it goes before the 
people. 

It is at least refreshing to note that the 


more conservative republican leaders, among 


them Senator Lodge, are both just and diplo- 
matic enough to recognize the wisdom of 
President Wilson’s course, and that they 
have not hesitated to say so. As a matter 
of fact, both the German and Mexican situa- 
tions should command patriotic unanimity 
rather than party division. 

If hot-headed republican leaders propose 
to turn them into political capital they are 
welcome to make the most of them.

Small or less.than car lot shipments could 
consigned to a warehouse, one to be located 
centrally in each congressional district, 
there to be concentrated and shipped to the 
markets in car lots, which will save -im- 
mensely in the costs of transportation. 

A bulletin should be issued by the de- 
partment describing how to pack each com- 
modity, thus instituting standard packages, 
making it easier for the ‘bureau to handle 


small shipments, and insure all people that 


they will receive standard- packed, clean, 
wholesome goods bought from Georgia farm- 
ers through the state marketing bureau. 

. I want to ask each member of the Geor- 
gia general assembly to consider this plan 
carefully, and let it be known whether or 
not you will support such a measure if pre- 
sented for passage. 

I believe that I can prove to the satisfac- 
tion of any one the necessity for sUch a bu- 
reau, and will request the members of the 
general assembly to give me a chance to do 
so at their next annual session. ‘ 

I trust that this suggestion will meet 
with approval, and that BY LAW we will 
encourage and make possible diversified 
farming, which is the.only thing that will 
choke the boll weevil to death before he
